Deplorable Con- 
Mots Sure to Follow the Present 
Agitation Home Rule Will Be the 
Watchword of the Liberale — Saliv- 
bury’s Proposed Tariff Schedules — 
Gladstonians Not Confident of Suc- 
oess—Reopening of Chesterfield House. 


Lorpoys, May 21.—It is mow considered cer- 
tain thatthe dissolution of Parliament will 
take place about June ®. Lord Salisbury bas 
come to the conclusion, it ts stated, that his 
party is better able to go into the conflict 
now than it would be in the autumn, and 
that the elements of weakness in the Liberal 
ranks are at least as menacing to Liberal 
success as they would be a few months 
later. Besides in mid-summer there is less 

and discontent among the laborin 
classes and less occasion, therefore, to in 
fault with the party in ¢ontrol of the coun- 
try. Lord Salisbury has outlined the princi- 
ples in support of which the Tories and Lib- 
eral Unionists willask for an neion of 
power. One of these is protection to British 
industry with a view toreciprocity. Another 
is unyielding opposition to Irish home rule, 
or, as Lord Salisbury calls it, separation. 

In support of the opposition to bome rule 
the religious issue is brought into active 
service and non-conformists, as well as 
churchmen, are appealed to not to surrender 
their brethren of Ulster to the mercies ot the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy. This religious 
issue will be drummed upon more and more 
as the struggle progresses, and if a few lively 
riots can be got up in Ireland 
the blame for which can be laid upon the 
Catholics, the religious appeal will be 
greatly stimulated and strengthened. There 
are indications already that the contest in 
the north of Ireland will be attended by a 
revival of those deplorable conflicts which 
used to be common years ago, Dut have been 
happily infrequent of late. e Royalists 
of Ulster, and especially those that belong 
to Orange lodges, are aroused almost 
to frenzy at the possibility of home rule. Up 
toa recent period they had not considered 
the subject serfously, believing that the Ea- 
glish people would never consent to see a 
seperate government in Ireland. But the 
loyalists have. at length been aroused to the 
fact that home rule is not ‘only possible, but 
by many astute Statesmen considered prob- 
able. Hence their excitement.

their fair trade argument to gain the votes 
ofthe workingmen. Fair trade, as protec- 
tion is called in England, has leaped forward 
in importance within a few months. The 
French tariff following the Mekinley tariff is 
more than British workingmen are inclined 
to bear and Lord Salisbury has struck a 
popular chord in promising relfef. It is cus- 
tomary for the manufacturers of the Conti- 
nent to take whatever goods they have left 
on hand and throw them upon the British 
market as asort of general auction shop for 
the disposal of otherwise unsalable ar- 
ticles. Ihey are sold offat any price, and, 
however, inferior they may be, take the place 
of something else. The merchandise marks 
acts has had some effect in protecting the 
British workingman against foreign compe- 
tition, but only among those purchasers who 
care especially for the origin and stamp of 
an article. With the great majority who 
care nothing about where an article comes 
from, provided it is what they want 
and is: cheap enough to offer an 
inducement, the merchandise marks act has 
no influence whatever. The act, too, has 
been extensively evaded and violated. 

Lord Salisbury does not propose to puta 
tariff upon raw materials of manufacture or 
the necessities of lite in the way of food, but 
he would tax luxuries and clothing and other 
articles produced in Great Britain. 

Itis possible that a formal intimation of 
the date of the dissolution of Paryament will 
be given by Balfour in his speech next Tues- 
day, winding up the debate on the Irish local 
government bill. 

As the election approaches prophecies as 
-to its results are less cocksure. The bellef 
still prevails on both sides that Gladstone 
Win get a majority, but even the Liberals 
themselves no longer talk of his sweeping 
the country. 

The Tories are freely laying stoithat he 
will not have a majority clear of the eighty 
Irish votes, and are declaring that in that 
event he will have received no mandate for 
home rule from Great Britain as distinct from 
Irelana. 

The Tories are less despondent than they 
were a month ago and contemplate the pos- 
sibility of their return to power. The dissen- 
sions in the Irish factions is the Govern- 
ment’s main hope. Theyare quite aware 
that the failure of all attempts to reunite 
the Nationalist forces has profoundly dis- 

ed the Liberals. 

In fact itis po exaggeration to say that 
home rule is at a lower ebb at the present 
moment than it has been at any time for the 
last five years. The danger of a fresh split in 
the gnti-Parneliite party over the Freeman’s 
Journal and National Press amalgamation 
has beenaverted by Healy’s acceptance of 
Dillion and Sexton on the board of 
the newspaper.

OF AMERICAN SUPPORT. 


Now York, May 21.—The following address 
to the Irish people, demanding unity in 
Ireland as a condition of support, financially 
and otherwise, was received here to-day by 
Wm. Lyman, the Treasurer of the Irish 
National League In America. The officers of 
the Irish National League have been con- 
sulting on this whole question for some 
time and this is the important result of their 
deliberations: 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE IRISH NATIONAL 
LEAGUE OF AMERICA. 
UMAHA, Neb., May 21, 1892. 
To the Irish People: 

The hour has come when political strife in tbe 
National Leaguein this country, which supported 
the Irish people and their cause, appeals for unity 
and confraternity the worid over. Disunion must 
be a thing of the past. 

The day for a grand effort of our race for one grand 
struggle has come. Victory tor Ireland in this bat- 
tle llee in the support to be given by Irishmen in 
Americaand wherever else English despotism has 
banished our peoble. This support will be given 
only to a united Ireland, 

To achieve this glorious result we must determine 
to send to Ireland a commission fully ¢mpowered to 
represent the Irish Nationa! League of America. It 
will be its duty to confer with the representatives of 
the people there and to insist on unity at all bazards. 
The )hational Convention of the League 
held here in October, 1891, which 
represented a United America, resolved that 
no support should be given to any faction. We are 
confident that the next great congress of Irishmen 
in this country will represent not only the United 
America, but the United Ireland. 

The League in America feels that the flual result of 
the deliberations of this commission will be hatled 
by every Irishwan and sympathizer with the Irish 
cause.

DISCREDITED IN COURT. 


AN ENGLISH JURY’S ESTIMATE OF ROSALIE 
BONAPARTE’S TESTIMONY. 


LOKEDON, May 21.—The scandalous experi- 
ences ofthe Prince Clovis Bonaparte family 
were raked over again in court to-day. Dr. 
Sinclair Coghill of Ventnor sued the Prince 
for compensation for service in having at- 
tended Mme. Rosalie Bonaparte when she 
was sick; In answer to pr. cogum's suit 
for compensation as a physician, Prince 
Jovis presented a defense that the services 
»erformed by the doctor were not of a char- 
acter for which a husband ought to pay, and 
that the relations between Dr. Coghill apd 
Ume. Bonaparte had not been medical, but 
'mmoral. 

Dr.Coghill’s answer to this was that Prince 
Bonaparte was simply a blackmaliler and was 
trying not only to evade his honest debt but 
also to extort money by making false 
charges, and that it was with the view of 
meeting this issue squarely that he (Dr. Oog- 
hill) had brought this suit. He declared that 
there had been nothing improper in his rela- 
tions with Mme. Bonaparte, and that he was 
entitled to com pensation for successful medi- 
cal service at a critical time. 

Considerable surprise was caused when the 
discarded wife, Mme. Rosalie, went on the 
stand and testified that the charge that her 
relations with Dr. Coghill had been immoral 
was true, and that on one occasion the doc- 
torand she had been wrongfully intimate. 
Dr. Coghill was recalied and asserted that 
Mme. Bonaparte’s story was false. The jury 
believed the doctor and disbelieved the 
Prince and Mme. Bonaparte. They gavea 
verdict to Dr. Coghill forthe full amoant of 
his’ claim. 


WITHOUT A COUNTRY. 


EX-CONVICT CHARLES 


GILBERT. 

Lorpow, May 21.—It seems that ex-Convict 
Charles Gulvert isa man without a country. 
There is no community which wants him in 
its midst. Advices from Oswestry, a town 
in the county of Salop, contain informa. 
tion in regard to Gilbert, who ar- 
rived in New York from England /yes- 
terday, and was detained at Ellis Island by 
the New York city authorities, who refused 
to allow him to proceed to his destination— 
Chicago—owing to the fact that information 
had been received by them that Gilbert was 
a criminal, and that his passage to the 
United States had been paid by the Oswestry 
authorities, for the purpose of ridding the 
town of his presence. The dispatch gives de- 
talls in regard to the career ot Gilbert, and 
expiains the reason why he left this country 
forthe United States. It appears that Gil-

the bad five years ago, and eventually fell 
into -the clutches of the law. He was 
arrested for an aggravated case of 
assault and robbery, and was con- 
demned to five years penal servitude. His 
sentence expired a short time ago and on his 
release from custody. Gilbert returned to the 
scenes of his former misdeeds. He at once 
resumed his drunken habits and caused the 
local authorities much trouble, beingan ex- 
tremely dangerous man when intoxicated. 
The Mayor of Oswestry took a kindly interest 
in the fellow and tried by generous means to 
effect a reform in him. He even gave him 
work in his own house, hoping thus tobe 
able to keep a more watchful eye over his 
protege. 

In spite of all the Mayor’s efforts, 
however, Gilbert soon relapsed into his old 
habits, andthe Mayor saw tbat it would be 
useless to longer try to bring about his re- 
formation while he remained in Oswestry. 
The Mayor then offered to pay the ex-con- 
vict’s fare anywhere he might select to go, 
and in addition promised to give him £10 
with which to help him to start anew in life. 
After the matter over Gilbert de- 
cided to accept the Mayor's offer. He said 
that he hada sister named Mrs. Mary Anno 
Wright, residing in Chicago, and he thought 
that would be as good a place as any to which 
he could emigrate. Accordingly his passage 
was paid and the £10 was given to 
him, and the Mayor ot Oswestry was con- 
gratulating himself that the town had seen 
the last of the troublesome Gilbert. The next 
thing he heard of the traveler was that the 
New York authorities bad learned his ante- 
cedents and that he was to be returned to

They Entertained the Cream of the Ameri- 
can Colony in Berlin—Count Waldersee

BERLIN, May 21.—There is more in the ex- 
pulsion of Herr Wesselftzka from Germany 
than appears on the surface and serious com- 
plications may yet spring from the incident. 
The banished man fs a sian and is or was 
director of the Ae Correspondenz. His 
offense is circulating alarming reports con- 
cerning the Sultan of Tgfkey’s health. The 
Turkish ambassador dad several interviews 
with Chancellor von Faprivi and insisted 
upon summary treatment being meted out to 
the author of the reports, 

Herr Wesselitzka’s wife, nee Monroe, is a 
native of Central ew York. she belongs to 
a good family. Herr Wesselitzka and his 
wife, together with Mrs. Monroe and two of 
his wife’s sisters, lived in a fashionable 
house in-the Unter den Linden. They enter- 
tained the cream of the American colony. 
Gen. Count Von Waldersee and the Countess, 
who is an American dy birth, and many 
Officers of the guards Were frequent guests 
ofthe Wesselitzkas. 

The police some time ago suspected that 
Herr Wesselitzka was engaged in Pan-Slavist 
intrigues and an inguiry Into his antecedents 
showed that he had previously been expelled 
from Austrian territory for his close con- 
nection with the insurgents in Bosnia at the 
time of the Austrian occupation. 

The Prussian officials declare now that he 
was scheming to destroy the entente between 
Berlin and Constantinople to the advantage 
of Russia and was literally a spy in the 
emiploy ofthe gar. W the suspicions of 
the police were confi the visits of Count 
and Countess Yon Waldersee ceased and 
officers were forbidden to attend the recep- 
tions given the Weseclitzkas. The famiiy 
soon depar for Italy and their house was 
closed. 

Herr Wesselitrka, hewever, remained in 
the city and continued to associate with the 
select circles.

The event in the Landtag during the past 
week was the announcement made by Herr 
Herrfurth, Minister ot the Interior, that at 
the next session the Government would in- 
troduce a bill for the redistribution of seats. 
It is generally conceded that this is a 
triumph for the progressists, who have car- 
ried on an unceasing agitation to secure re- 
distribution. If the Government’s intentions 
are honest they may mean an import gain 
in the progressist representatiOn. The rep- 
resentation of a majority ot the industrial 
centers, notably Berlin, is ridiculously in- 
adequate. 

The rumors of rapprochement between the 
Emperor and Prince Bismarck in conse- 
quence of the feltcitous telegram the Em- 
peror sent to Count Herbert Bismarck on the 
oceasion of his betrothal to Countess Mar- 
garet Hoyos, daughter of Count Hoyos, gain 
little credence here. The telegram was: 

Many,thanks for your kind news and sinc era con- 
gratuiations upon your engagement to Countess 
Margaret Hoyos. 

The stubborn natures of both the Emperor 
and Prince Bismarck indicate little chance of 
either yielding. Statements from a reliable 
source threw. doubt upon the alleged con- 
gratulations and declare that the telegram 
could in no wise be calculated to lead to an 
entente. 

An article by Prince Bismarck in a Ham- 
burg journal has proveked a storm of com- 
ments and ig likely to @xercise enormous in- 
fluence in Italy. It declares that Italy should 
not be forced, in her present financial weak- 
ness, to increase her military strength, but 
she should be allowed to give the Dreibund 
what assistance she can. The tenor of the ar- 
ticle shows that Prince Bismarck apprehends 
that unless the burdens are lightened a 
strong reaction of public opinion will occur 
in Italy, forcing King Humbert to withdraw 
from the Dreibund. There isa strong feeling 
in Germany against the fetes of the French 
Gymnastic Society, which occur at Nancy in 
June. The preparations for these fetes indi- 
cate that they will take on an anti- 
German character. Invitations have been 
senttoallthe European universities except 
those of Germany. A circular addressed to 
those in Alsate-Lorraine especially invites 
their attenaance, in order to demonstrate that 
Nancy’s, not Strasburg’s university, is the 
true Alsace-Lorraine institution. The event 
takes on additional impartance owing to the 
fact that President Carnot will attend the 
fetes. 

A letter published in the North German Ga- 
zette points out the danger of a gathering of 
excitable crowds on the German frontier, 
such as the Czech students, who are notori- 
ously hostile to Germany. Although the re- 
ported resumption of the passport regula- 
tions, to prevent the Alsatians from taking 
part in the fetes, is untrue, yet there is little 
doubt that the police of Alsace-Lorraine will 
be careful to watch all who cross the frontier 
to attend the fetes. 

The American legation here calls attention 
to the trouble of the Americans of German 
birth of revisiting Germany owingto their 
failure to bring their paturalization papers. 
The legation ig unable to- protect them or is- 
sue passports to them unless they produce 
their papers. ;

After an experience of three years with the 
money so provided as well athe cost pro- 
duced under the reorganization, the compa- 
ny reaches a point where the net earnings 
for the current flscal year to June 380, will not 
be less than $11,700,000 which includes earn- 
ings from railway operations as well as net 
cash returns from investment. This amount 
of net earnings has grown steadily since the 
successful outeome ofthe reorganization thus

PHYSICIANS URGE THE NECESSITY OF 

Thorough Cleaning Up Recommended All 
Along the River Front as Well as the 
Use of Disinfsotants—Way to Get Ria 
of the Deposits in the Sewers—Ail- 
ments That Attend the Floods. 


Gov. Francis and Dr. Atkinson, Secretary 
of the State Board of Health, were in consdl- 
tation yesterday afternoon regarding the 
' Sanitary arrangements that should be made 
to prevent wides filness here after the 
river gets back to its banks. The his- 
tory of the previous show that 
much sickness always the subsid- 
ence of the torrents, caused mainly by the 
deposit of filth on the river front 
and the choking up of the sewers. 
Gov. Francis looked up the floods of past 
years before he came down to the city and 
ascertained that the attending sickness 
was mostiy due to miasmatic Causes. 
He went over the whole subject with Secre- 
tary Atkinson and at the end of their confer- 
ence it was about settled that the board would 
be called together as soon as the high water 
receded. The Missouri Board of Health is not 
the only body working on this sub%ect. 
The State Board of MIllinols has deen 
called together to consider the sanitary 
conditions in East St. Louis, all points 
along the lllinois and the coun- 
ties bordering on the Mississippi from 
Alton down to Cairo, The condition of affairs 
from a health standpoint in East St. 
Louis is considered serious: by reason 
of the low ground over there, which 
takes in all that section ofthe city known as 
the Island. It will be a difficult matter to 
drain it before the hot weather ensues. 

DR. ATKINSON'S VIEW. 

Secretary Atkinson of the State Board, con- 
versing with a PostT-DisPpaTcu representa- 
tive last evenizig, said that he could 
not say when that body would 
get together. We could do nothing,. he 
said, us matters stand at present. When 
the flood subsides it would be the proper thing 
to wash the Levee clean and flush the 
sewers thoroughly. The principal sewers 
are not filled with sewage matter that has 
been kept back by the food. When the rtver 
gets back on its good behavior 
much ofthis matter will run out in a natural 
way, but to make the sewers clean and free 
from disease-breeding germs it will be 
necessary to wash them out. If the 
weather grows excessively warm, when the 
water runs out there willbe much suffering 
from malarial fever, but I don’t think St. 
Louis will get so much of it. If 
the State board goes into the matter 
fully, it will have to take into consideration 
the affairs of other ooded sd districts 
as well as St. uis. 1 antici- 
pate much malaria, but IT am in 
hopes that the city will escape it. In addi- 
tion to flushing the sewers and cleaning the 
river front, the city board 
would make no mistake by 
using disinfectants. Even before the flood 
the levee needed a thorough cleaning up as 
well as a supply of disinfecting materials.“ 

GENERAL CLEAMNG UP URGED. 

Dr. A. C. Robinson of the City Board of 
Health said: ‘*When the food subsides and 
the water gets back to the channel 
we willl find great deposits of mud 
and decaying matter along the river front. 
It will be necessary to wash this off as soon 
as possible. Then again the sewers are badly 
clogged, and if the weather was anyway warm 
we would undoubtedly be now experiencing 
unpleasant odors from the inlets. I antici 
pate much fliness after the water subsides, 
but 1 don’t think St. Louis will get very 
much of it. The flood deposits would under 
the hot rays of the sun give off miasmatic 
poison, which breeds malaria. What the city 
must do is to clean out the sewers and give 
the Levee a good scrucbing, but of course 
nothing can be done with the river at its pres- 
ent stage. 

Dispensary Physician Warren G. Priest said 
there would be an ambulance at work for the 
sanitary department when the water went 
down. The Levee and sewers must be 
cleaned up and a load of copperas dumped

Margaret Heeslip, says he abducted his lit- 
tle sister, Rita, for mercenary purposes.

In this country it is 
easy for any community to deprive itself 
of this excuse for mob law; and when it 
fails todoso and resorts to lynching it 
simply advertises the lack among its citi- 
zens of the vigilance and public virtue that 
are never wanting where the capacity for 
self-government fully asserts itself. 

The exceptional situations in new and 
thinly settled districts where the people 
must resort temporarily to extraordinary 
means of self-protection are, of course, 
left out of the question, as they are rare 
and merely transitional. 

But while pronouncing all other mob 
outbreaks utterly inexeusable and most 
deplorable, it must not be forgotten that 
there is a great deal of perverted and mis- 
led, but really singere, regard for law and 
abhorrence of crime animating them every- 
where in this country—in other words a 
spirit that can be educated to a more or- 
derly forbearance under extreme provoca- 
tion and to a finmer reliance upon properly 
constituted courts and properly enforced 
laws as the best protection for all. 

This change of temper, however, can- 
not be wrought by a partisan and sec- 
tional crusade in behalf of g Republican 
campaign for the presidency, such as 
FREP DovGLase and the St. Louis Advance 
are trying to inaugurate upon the theory 
that the Southern negro is the only suf- 
ferer, and Southern race hatred of him 
the only incentive to mob murder in this 
country. An agitation for any such pur- 
pose and conducted upon an assumption 
so notoriously false can only stimulate 
and aggravate the lynehing spirit from 
which both negroes and whites suffer in 
the North as well as the South. 

Instead of confining its recital of mob 
outrages against negroes to those that 
oecur in the South, going back even so far 
as the Fort Pillow massacre for war inci- 
dents, the Advance might display a better 
animys by collating the lynching of black 
men in Kansas with the lynching of the 
black man at Texarkana, Ark. It is not 
good educational work to tell the story of 
mob outrages in a one-sided way. 

Of course there are more negroes lynched 
where there are more negroes to be 
lgnehed and more negroes committing 
crimes that provoke lynching than else- 
where, just as there af more men lynched 
for horse stealing in the wilder parts of the 
ng; in other localities. The Mes- 
sage, an organ of the negro race in Brook · 
iyn, has recently eollected statistics of the 
ill-treatment of negroes on account of 
their color, from which it appears that in

Four Masked Marauders Gignalthe Train 
te Stop at e Flat Station—Pistols In- 
timidate the Fireman and Engineer 
Into Submission—A Clew Obtsiued— 
Pursuit Institute i and Reward Offered 
for the Murderers. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 21.--North-bound 
train No. 1d en the Jacksonville, Tampa & 
Key West Rallway was held up ata lonely 
hammock station five miles north of here at 
1:30 this morning by four masked robbers, 
who in a desperate attempt to secure money 
fram the southern Express Ca, killed Express 
Messenger W. N. Saunders, and badly wound- 
ed Soliciting Agent I. M. Oax. 

Train No, 14 started from Sanford bound for 
Jacksonville at 1:15 this morning ia eharge of 
Conductor C. H. Burroughs. Engineer J. H. 
Dumas was at the throttle. When within 
300 yards of Monroe, 4 lonely station near the 
river, in a dense hammoek of palmetto and 
oak, four men flagged the train to stop by 
waving a white station lantern. There is 
nothing at this station, which is 
the junction of the Orange Beit 
Rallway, except the station-house 
and a small saw-milll on the same side of the 
track, and train No. 14 never stops there un- 
less fla gged. The engineer obeyed the flag 
signal and slowed down toa stop. He had 
hardly stepped when one of the robbers 
jumped on the rear end of the mall ear. He 
jumped off when the engineer came toa halt 
and ran to the engine, climbing up the steps, 
He was a stout bann man, about 
5 feet 5 taehes tall, weighing 
| probably 140 pounds. He had ona gray suit, 
broad-brimmed common black felt hat, and 
his face was masked with a white cloth, with 
eye-holes cut init. He shoved a big 44-caliber, 
10-inch blue- barreled revolver in the face 
of the colored fireman, Sam Morris, 
who said: 

*‘*What do you want?’’ 

Morris thought the man wasa tramp, and 
only wanted 4 ride. 

„Throw up! Throw up!“ exclaimed the 
robber. 

Morris obeyed, after first having politely 
invited the robber to come in and 
take a seat and ride if he 
wanted to, Engineer Dumas nad 
his face turned toward the robber and was 
watching to see what he was going to do with 
the freman. A moment later he was punched 
in the ribs, and turning was confronted with 
another big shining pistol in the hands ofa 
second robber, likewise masked. This man 
was a short, chunky fellow, wearing a dark 
suit of clothes anda soft felt hat with @ nar- 
row brim. The robber sald: 

pull on down toward the trestle.’’ 

Two hundred yards down the robbers said 
‘ ‘stop. * 

A CLEW, 

At this point the engine commenced popr 
ping and one of the robbers casually re- 
marked: 

shut down your damper.’’ 

That fact furnishes a clew as none but a 
man conversant with raflroading would know 
that shut dampers would stop the poppine. 
When the train had stopped and the engi: 
neer had fixed his dampers, the fireman 
wanted te turn down his Headlight, but the 
engineer told him that he had better stay 
where he was and the two robbers, who had 
the freman and engineer covered all the 
time, ordered them to go, back to the second 
Class coach. They premptiy complied, and 
the two robbers followed behind, meeting a 
third outside the express Car, 

‘Meantime, wulle all this had been taking 
piace on the engine, a desperate and bloody 
affair was being enacted in the express car, 
When the two robbers got on the engine two 
more jomped on the train, One of them met 
Express Messenger Saunders at the front 
door of the car and covered him with a 
pistol, ordering him to throw up bis hands. 

SAUNDBRS KILLED, 

Saunders made a dash for his pistolin his 
iron chest near by, and no sooner had he 
done sothan a ballet crashed through his 
eye and into his brain and another through 
his breast. He ran quickiyto the other end 
of the car and reeled and fell out on the piat- 
form with his head hanging over the steps, 
where he expired. 

J. M. Cox was in the same car with Sauna- 
ers and immediately made for the robber. 
Mr. Cox is an immense and powerfully built 
man. He grabbed the robher, who fired 
twice in quick suécession, One went through 
the bridge of Mr, Oox’s nose and cut a wound 
in his eheek, whieh was aise badiy burned 
and blackened by powder. He was undaunt- 
ed, however, and with an extra effort threw 
the fellow out of the ear, and of the plat - 
form and then slammed the door too. 

J. 8. Gilbert, baggage-master, heard the 
shots and immediately went forward to see 
what was up. At the front Goor of the 
car he met the fourth robber, a medium 
sized man with dark hair and mustache, wha 
had a narrow-brimmed soft felt hat pulled 
down over his* eyes. The robber byes 
Gilbert by the coat lapel with one hand and 
areas a big pigtol in his face withthe ether,

THE FARIBAULT PLAN. 


Archbishop Ireland Says the Pope’s 
Decision Has Been Misconstrued. 
Rome, May M. - Archbishop Ireland of St. 
Paul, Minn., in an interview to-day declared 
that the interpretation which Archbishop 


Corrigan, the Jesuits and the Civilia Cattolica 


had placed upon the Papal decision on his 
plan for the secularization of parochial 
schools, as put in operation at Faribault and 
Stillwater, was utterly wrong: and had 
given umbrage to the Vatican and propa- 
ganda. He said: ‘I regret that 
Archbishop Corrigan fell into such a mistake. 
The Civilta Catiolica is in no way the organ of 
the Vatican. 

It only represents the sentiments of its 
Jesuit editors. The statements that its 
articles are read at the Vatican before being 
printed is a silly fiction. 

This is not the first time the Civilta Cat- 
tolica has misunderstood official will and ac- 
tion, thus harming itself and others. 

Cardinal Ledochowski to-day, formally, 
both orally and in writing, répudiates these 
interpretations. He says that no person or 
organ speaks for him or the propaganda but 
himself; that the Faribault plan is allowed 
and approved so far, but the Bishops arrange- 
ment can be approved and is permitted in 
all cases where independent parish schools 
are maintained with difficulty. 

No condemnation or censure was uttered 
or intimated. No restriction is placed on the 
plan. The reply mentions the two specified 
cases because the tribunal always considers 
special, concrete cases. 

»The decision still maintaining the Balti- 
more decrees implies that the plan, in due 
conditions, harmouizes with the decrees.

„Cardinal Ledochowski’s official letter im- 
parting the decision was clear.

HER SEARCH FOR HER DAUGRTER 
HAS PROVED FRUITLESS. a 


A Personal Inserted in the Paper Falls of 
Result—If Attorney Millard Is Respon- 
sible for the Girl’s Absence the Mother 
Says She Will Shoot Him—Winnie’s 
Companion. 


Notwithstanding the fact that a personal 
appeared in the Posr-Disraron yesterday 
afternoon addressed to Winnie Ryan, re- 
questing her to return home and all would be 
forgiven, the truant young lady had not shown 
upat her parental domicile last night at 
midnight. A reporter for the Pos?T-Dis- 
PATCH rang the door-bell last night at the 
residence of Mr. George Ryan, 104 W 
Fifteenth street, and was ushered into the 
parlor of the Ryan cottage by Mr. Ryan, 
and when asked if Winnie had returned 
he beckoned the reporter in. Then he 
answered in the negative. This affair has 
nearly driven me crazy,’’ said Mr. Ryan, 
and I am ashamed to show my face at my 
office. For eight years past I have been em- 
ployed at the bridge works in Eas: St. Louis, 
and when my wife went Eastfor her health 
some three weeks ago, my daughter, Winnie, 
was left to take care of my three smaller 
children. On Saturday night last the 
steamer Paul Tulane gave an excursion. I 
was on the other side of the river at work 
when my daughtér, Winnie, closed the house 
and left the other children to care 
for themselves the best they could, and in 
company with Miss Hortense Hurt, who re- 
sides downstairs,’ they went on the excur · 
sion. I was wired that she had boarded the 
boat and I came home at once to care for the 
children. She never arrived home until 
after 1 o’clock, and when she came 
in I slapped her in the face and asked her 
what her mother would think when she ar- 
rived, The next morningI wired my wife of 
the occurrence and advised her to come 
home immediately. 

THE TWO DISAPPEAR. 

On Sunday night she, Minnie, in com- 
pany with Hortense Hunt lert and we 
have seen neither one of them 
since.

ARE RUNNING AGAIN 


An Old Policy Dealer Tell an Astonish- 
ing Story. 


OVER EIGHTY VENRERS SAID TO BE po- 
ING BUSINESS IN sT. LOUIS. 


Where the Policy Shops Are Located— 
“The Kentucky, Fast St. Louis’’ and 
“Mexican Drawing —Dealers Said to 
Be Making Big Money—What Started 
the Shops Again. 


There are eighty policy venders doing busi- 
ness in this city at the present time, and ac- 
cording to the statement of an old player 
several companies are carrying on a trade 
of many thousands of dollars a week. Draw 
ings are made twice a day, and at each 
transaction from $500 to 8600 changes 
hands at one policy shop alone. 
This shop, according to information, has 
been in existence about three years and its 
presence down town has been known to the 
detectives engaged to suppress lottery for 
some time. The greater number of these 
shops have begun Operations since the begin- 
ning of the fight against the Louisiana Lot- 
tery Co. of New Orleans by the 
Federal and State authorities. This 
fight was carried on with such vigor 
and the detectives met with such success in 
the courts securing the conviction and pun- 
ishment of lottery ticket sellers that the 
corps of agents formerly engaged in the in- 
terestsof the big company stopped selling 
the tickets and opened policy shops, or small 
lottery drawings oftheir own. The patrons 
of these shops are thcse who purchased 
the tickets of the New Orleans lottery com- 
pany before the passage of the law making 
it an offense to send tickets through the 
mails and also the former habitues of Pool 
Alley, who satisfy their craving to gamble by 
„playing the numbers’’ in the dally draw- 
ings because the wait is not long and the re- 
turns, it any, are quick. Of this class there 
are several thousand in the city, and their 
patronage makes a ‘‘fat’’ living for the 
dealers, some of whom are said to clear from 
$20 to $25 a day for the two hours’ time they 
devote to the arrangement of the policy num- 
bers and keeping the books. 

AN OLD POLICY PLAYER SQUEALS. 

**A Tew days ago lI saw a statement printed 
that policy was again on the rise here,’’ said 
an old dealer now outof the business who 
was found at the rendezvous ot dealers. 
ny, policy bas been flourishing in St. 
Louis for two years but it is true the business 
ison the boom now because of the fight 
against the big company and the suggestion 
ofthe New Orleans agents. I believe the 
police are satisfied with themselves for 
the success they had in crippling 
the business of that company here and look 
askance at the policy shops which have 
sprung up recently, as they do not molest 
them. Iam quite sure the detectives who 
do nothing butfight gambling are aware of 
the existence of the ‘wheel’ or ‘Kentuck,’ 
as that policy shop is known which, for two 
years, has been holding dally drawings in 
the rear of a saloon, near Seventh 
and Walnut streets. About twenty 
venders meet there every day, close their 
books, pay in their cash and draw the num- 
bers. Meetings are held there regularly 
every forenoon between 11:30 and 12 o’ciock, 
and every afternoon between 4:30 and 6 
o’clock. About $800 are involved in each 
drawing, sometimes more. This amounts to 
$18,000 or $20,000 a month or about 250. 000 a 
year, and you must remember that this is 
only one of twenty or more. 

WHERE THE SHOPS ARE. 

A man who some time ago made a living 
selling minnows from a tank in the 
rear of a saloon on Seventh and Clark 
avenue, is agent for another policy and re- 
ceives the books and money from the travel- 
ing vendors who go about town to the variots 
shops and saloons selling tickets. Between 
Eleventh and Twelfth streets on Morgan 
there are six different policy shops, with a 
man in each place posting up ten books. In 
a frame house in the yard back of 922 North 
Ninth street there is another large policy 
shop, where a man is stationed from 5 o’ciock 
in the morning until 6 o’clock In the evening, 
selling tickets and drawing numbers. Joe. 
a colored man, operates the figures for 
another concern at 1422 North Twelfth street. 
On Tenth street, between Pine and Chestnut 
streets, is another. There is another shop in 
public view in a little house on Gratiot, near 
Secona street, where drawings are made

STORMS AND FLOODS ARE 
ARGUMENTS, 


POTENT 


Bitect of the Week's Disasters Through 
the West in Wall Street—Railroad 
Securities Feel the Pressure of Ne- 
tarded Traffic—Decline in Various 
Stocks—The rie“ Debt. 


New Tonk, May 21.—Men of sanguine tem- 
peraments and speculative prociivities will 
tell you that the past week has been a very 
trying one for them. The pessimists have 
-heldfullsway. It has been a bear market, 
based not upon sentiment, but upon stubborn 
facts. Stormsand foods which destroy the 
property, wash out railroad and retard traf- 
fic constitute about as potent arguments 
against security values as are obtainable. 
In addition there is the continued wet and 
cold weather in the crop-growing region, 
which, while it has not as yet necessarily 
precluded the possiblity of good crops, is 
nevertheless a potential bear argument of 
great force, In consequence of the weather 
the probabilities of large crops Of wheat and 
corn are less than usual. This constitutes a 
sound argument ip favor of lower prices even 
though subseyuent events might alter the 
case. 

There are two great factors which control 
the prices of railroad securities, money and 
net earnings. On the easy money market 
and the increased net earnings prices of all 
raliroad securities had a remarkable ad- 
vance. The ease of the money market still 
continues, but the increased net earnings do 
not. Net earnings for March made a good 
showing, contrary to general expectation. 
Those for April which have come to hand do 
not make nearly so good a showing. While 
the gross earnings reported for the first two 
weeks in May have shown many decreases. 
This falling off in earnings has been due in 
part to the bad roads and bad weatber in the 
West, and in pert to the extensive cutting of 
rates. This rate cutting has been very active 
throughout the country. But it has perhaps 
been more pronounced along the Trunk 
Lines than anywhere else, and 
the Trank Line reports bear 
onmistakable evidences of it. For instance, 
the report of the Lake Shore for the three 
months ending March 81 showed that gross 
earnings increased $777,424. The operating 
expenses Guring the same period increased 
$725,782, leaving the net increase $51,092; toa 
railroad man these figures are the plamest 
possible indication of rate cutting carried to 
a remarkable degree. The weekly state- 
ments of east-bound traffic from Chicago, 
showing heavy business for the weaker lines 
at the expense of the stronger ones /ike the 
Lake Shore, have alsa borne witness. 

The special decline in Lake Shore yesterday 
may be set down toa realization of the facts 
referred to above. The decline in the Erie 
was probably due tothe same thing. There 
wasareport that the floating debt of the 
Erie company would be funded. But there 
was no ground for this report. The floating 
debt consists largely of notes given in pay- 
ment for steel ratls but a year ago. These 
notes fell que this week. The company ex- 
tended them for another year. This is proof 
conclusive that there is no intention to fund 
the floating debt. Indeed, it is hard to see 
whence such arumor started, for the Erte 
company can borrow time money at from 34% 
to 4 per cent at the present time. But H the 
company should try to float an issue ef bonds 
in the present condition of the market there 
ig hardly a possibility that the issue could be 
placed at so goodarate, There is something 
wrong somewhere. 

A year ago we were saying that it the crops 
turned out as well as we anticipated there 
would be a fat season ahead for the rau 
roads. Thecrops turned out better than we 
anticipated, and the railroads presumably 
had their fat season. But here isthe Erie 
with a floating debt on its hands, the North- 
ern Pacific passing its quarterly dividend on 
the preferred stock for the first time in three 
years, Atchison seriously contemplating an 
issue of $20,000,000 more new bonds, and talk 
ofareceiver for Union Pacific, not to men-

Contemplation of these thing is not py 
ing, particularly in view of the prospects for 
poo crops this summer vr consequently, 

ess business for the railroads. Considering 
all these things it is littie wonder that prices 
have melted away under the influetice of such 
determined bear attacks as have been made 
on the markets during the past few weeks. 
The question to which most ns would 
likean answer is how nearly have prices 
reached the bottom of the present move- 
ment; that is one of those things which time 
only can tell. But if experience is 
they must be somewhere near the tom 
now. 

Prices of many of the leading stocks show 
declines of 10 to 15 points or more from the 
highest of the year. The records show that, 
except in the case of a panic, for which we 
can see no reason at the present time, de- 
clines of 10 to 15 points in active stocks are 
usualiy tollowed by ve substantial ad- 
vances. The talk of a receivership for Union 
Pacific seems to have no good foundation, at 
the present time.

The reporter’s knock was an- 
ewered by a pleasant little woman whose 
pinched cheeks and sunken eyes indicated 
that she had had more than her share of this 
world’s troubles. Yes, she knew Rev. Mr. 
Auisberry very well, she said. In fact, he 
was her husband, but was trying awful hard 
to get rid of her so that he could marry a 
young lady of Prairie City, Dl. He was tired 
of ber now and wanted a younger wife 
and one who was better-looking than she 
was and who would perhaps 
improve his financial condition. ‘‘As he 

to get rid of me so much, I thought 
at first I would let him have his own way, 
said Mrs. Aulsberry, ‘‘but when I found that 
he wanted to marry somebody else, I decided 
to Sight im.“ You see he has sued me for 
aivorce, and charges me with adultery and 
with abandoning him. He came to see me 
after fling the divorce suit, and said 
that he would withdraw the adultery charges 
if. I would let him have a divorce, 
but I refused to agree to it. I would have 
been willing to do so if it hadn’t been for that 
Prairie Oity girl, but I was determined now 
to make him prove all his charges or abandon 
the suit altogether. I not only declined to 
let bim have his divorce but I filed a cross 
bill, If there is to be any divorce granted I 
want it myself on account of the children. 
He stole one of the children, our little boy 10 
years old, last fall, and took it down in the 
country with him and I didn’t get him back 
until last February.

SHE EDUCATED HIM. 

Mrs. Aulsderry gave quite an interesting 
account of her married life. She and her 
husband were raised near Hog Eye in Wayne 
County, Mo. Fifteen years ago he wasa 
green couutry boy anda year younger than 
herself.. She taught him to read and gave 
him all the education he got. They moved to 
Murfordsville, Cape Girardeau County, and 
after living there a short time moved again 
and kept moving every year.

HON. CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW’S ANSWER. 

There is no nation, savage, barbarous or 
civilized, which punishes the avenger of his 
wife’s dishonor. The sympathies of an bu- 
manity are with him, and there is only loath- 
ing and contempt instead of pity for the 
wretch he has put outoflife. If tried bya 
jury of his peers, the avenger is invariably 
acquitted, for that fellow feeling which 
makes us wondrous kind justifies him in the 
eyes of all men for taking the law into his 
own hands and personally administering its 
most awful punishment in such a case of ex- 
treme and unbearable wrong. In France, 
Deacon, who killed his wife’s lover, Abeille, 
is not even put upon trial for murder, but 
only for manslaughter. 

But though not directly punished for his 
act, the avenger is puniehed indirectly. He 
suffers the annoyance of unpleasant no- 
toriety and of imprisonment for a time 
pending a trial for his life—a trial which de- 
pletes and perhaps completely annihilates 
his property, if he has any, by the legal ex- 
penses it entails, and which subjects him to 
intense mental anxiety and nervous strain. 
The question may then suggest itself: Is it 
worth while for an injured husband to seek 
revenge?’’ Isthe game worth the candle? 
Instead of shooting or killing by any other 
method, would it not bea wiser and better 
revenge to let his faithless wife and the 
companion severely 
alone, and to the 
working out punish- 
ment which will mevitaby overtake both 
The ghost of Hamlet's father, after revealing 
to his eecentric son the story of his own mur- 
derand the very reprehensible conduct of 
his wife—the young man’s mother—goes on 
to tell him not to contrive any punishment 
for her, but on the contrary to 

Leave her to heaven and to those thorns 
That in her bosom lodge to goad and sting her. 

Would not this be a wise course for every 
injured husband to pursue? If I werea jury 
man ina case of this kind, however, I would 
not convict a wronged husband who had been 
unable to take the affair calmly and had killed 
his wronger. In such cases no man can de- 
cide what another should do,

to Imitate His divine attributes as closely as 
possible. Forgiveness and mercy are two of 
the noblest and most beautiful of those 
attributes. Our Saviour himself has taught 
us to pray: Forgive us our trespasses as we 
forgive those who trespass against us.“ 
This applies not merely to trifling 
which we may suffer at the hands of others, 
but to everything evil that may be inflicted 
upon us, no matter how cruel and unbear- 
able. The question, ‘‘Should an injured 
husband seek revenge or grant forgiveness?’’ 
must be answered, therefore, in accordance 
with the principles of the Gospel. 

A Christian must be animated by the spirit 
of Christ in all his dealings. According to the 
Ohristian and Catholic axiom, while we hate 
evil, we are to deal gently and kindly with 
the evildoer. Revenge is utterly at variance 
with the spirit of Ohrist, and is entirely rep- 
robated by the gospel. It is therefore un- 
questionably the duty of a Christain husband 
to forgive the greatest of all wrongs as he 
would forgive the most trifling. Forgiveness 
would be a far nobler revenge and might be a 
much severer punishment to the guilty 
parties than any capable of accomplishment 
with the pistol or the sword, 

The standard for worldly honor is in (direct 
opposition to the standard of the gospel. No 
husband, however great his wrongs, who is a 
true professor of that religion, whose char- 
acteristics are charity, meekness, peaceable- 
ness, long-suffering gentleness and forgive- 
ness, will accept the idea that injured honor 
must be vindicated by bloodshed,

Such a villain is a reptile 
who should be crushed out of life as ruthiess- 
ly and remorselessly as the most venomous of 
serpents. There is no language to fittingly 
characterize the revolting heartlessness and 
treachery of the man who insinuates him- 
self into a home under the guise of 
friendship, and with studied, sly, ensnaring 
art alienates the affections and betrays the 
honor of the wife of his friend. We are told 
of sins that are unpardonable. Surely this 
is one of them.

i COME TOGETHER. 


Express Guard Finn Crushed to Death 
and Two Messengers Injured—None of 

the Passettgers Hurt—Jumped the 
Track—Caught on a Bridge—Casual- 
tics. 


GREENVILLE, Hi., May 21.—At 65:4 this 
morning a light locomotive of the Jackson- 
ville Southeastern road stood with a tender 
and caboose on a siding of the Vandalia 
tracks, afew miles from Pocahontas, III., 
the steam escaping from it in restful little 
sighs. It was waiting for the right-of-way 
to Greenville. Conductor Charles Smith was 
in charge of it, and Engineer Joseph Adams 
wasrunpning it. Conductor Smith is one of 
the best known of fhe Vandalia road- 
men, Everybody calls bim ‘‘Oommo- 
dore.’’ He has been in charge 
of local freight trains on the 
road for years, and understands track rules 
thoroughly. A local freight train has to run 
along, dodging other trains by means of sid- 
ings, and never has any time of its own. 

Its conductor is supposed to know where 
any other train on the line is at any moment. 

While Conductor Smith waited with his en- 
gine on the siding, three Vandalia trains 
were coming towards him from the Hast. 
All of them were passenger ‘trains, 
No. 9, No. 17 and No. lil, and 
he knew where all of them were. At Green; 
ville there wasa Big Four passenger train, 
too, waiting an opportunity to slip along the 
Vandalia track into St. Louis, and a Vandalia 
freight train was standing on a switch with 
steam up, expecting to get along a few miles 
behind one of the passenger trains. One 
would have expected thatall the trainmen 
would have bad their eyes open, looking out 
sharply for danger, under these circum- 
stances. 

AN AWFUL MISTAKE. 

Just before 6 o’clock the first of the three 
passenger .trains, carrying the New York 
passengers for St. Louis, shot past Commo- 
core Smith’s locomotive on the siding. For- 
getting all the other trains to come, in one of 
those lapses of memory common to most 
peopie, but umpardonable ina railroad man, 
the conductor ordered his engineer to run of 
the siding and start for Greenville. The 
engineer knew nothing about the other 
traluns. He o orders and in five 
minutes he wag running east, down grade, at 
a speed of forty miles an hour. At the same 
instant Engineer James Bilis pulled the Van- 
dalla passenger train, No. 17, out from 
Greenville. It was Conductors. D. Prouty’s 
train, and was filled with Chicago passengers 
for st. Louis. Engineer Ellis was ten minutes 
behind time. He gave the locomotvie ali the 
steam he could raise and she sped 
down grade, too, at the rate 
of sixty miles an hour. The 
freight train standinginthe yardsat Green- 
Ville, followed the passenger. The idea of 
its conductor was that he could run behind 
the passenger a few miles, at least, without 
danger, and then getona siding out of the 
way of other trains. There is a cut just this 
side of Greenville, west of that a wood sid- 
ing, and west ot that a little stream. Near 
the mouth of the cut the two down grades 
meet, sharply almost. There is a level 
grade of a few hundred yards. on 
both sides of it the track curves. When the 
engineers saw each other, the trains were 
just that few hundred yards apart. Both 
whisties sounded for brakes at the same 
time. Both engineers and both firemen 
scrambled to the sides of their cabs and 
leaped out in the air simultaneously, turning 
over and over as they struck the ground. 

ONE. LOCOMOTIVE BLOWS UP. 
two locomotives collided 
a crash, then recoiled and 
butted each other again. The 
light train was thrown clear off the road-bed, 
and its crushed locomotive fell into pieces. 
The voller Dlew up and scattered fragments 
of brass and iron all over the ground. The 
locomotive of the heavier train went off the 
track. but did not leave the road-bed. The 
tender telescoped the baggage-car behind 
and mashed it to pieces. The car had a 
heavy load of trunks, and the half of 
it given up to express use was 
filled with packages. Two messengers anda 
guard were riding in there. All were asleep 
when the collision came. Guard E. Finn 
never woke up. His head was crushed toa 
pulp by a bulkhead driven in on him. Mes- 
senger Bert Sharp of the American Express 
Co, and H. C. Chambers of the Adams were 
wounded about the head and facg, but not 
severely. The engineer and freman were cut 
and bruised by their leap irom their cabs. 
The passengers on the Vandalia wére scared 
and shocked, but none of them severely 
bruised, even.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., May 21.—Pablo Munoz, 
who was nextin command to Garza in the 
latter’s revolutionary enterprise against 
Mexico, isontrialin the Federal Court for 
violating the neutrality laws. Notwithstand- 
ing he was wounded in the fight. with the 
United States forces at Retinal, Munoz 
pleaded not guilty.

A SELF-MADE MAN. 

Like most famous Englishmen, Lord Tenny- 
son is an entirely self-made man. He is one 
of twelve children ofa poor country clergy- 
man, the Bev. George Vlayton Tennyson, 
rector of Somersby in Lincolmshire; and 
though he is descended by diood from the 
Plantagenet princes through the ancient 
Norman family of D’Eyncourt he owes noth- 
Ing to his aristocratic connections. His 
wealthy and influential relatives, indeed. 
barely and grudgingly gave him that cold en- 
couragement, which great families in In- 
giand seldom deny to any poor rela- 
tion who shows signs of genius. He 
was born on the 6th gay of August, 1809, 
and was eGudated at a little country 
grammar school close to his birthplace. Some 
of his Diographers will have it that he was 
taught dy his father, as H he had never had 
any regular schooling at all; but, meager as 
are the records of his early life, it is quite cer- 
tain that he was excellently educated at the 
grammar school of Louth in Lincolnshire, 
with his brother OCharies. The two boys 
appeared together among the scholars, deco- 
rated with blue and white ribbons, in the 
procession to celebrate the coronation of 
George IV., in 1820. It was in Louth, ta fact, 
that Tennyson laid the foundation of 
those studies which made him one of the 
finest classical scholars of the age, 
and furnished not only the sub- 
jects Dut the manner of some of his 
noblest works. No man could possibly have 
written ‘*‘Enone’’ or The Lotos Eaters’’ 
who had not been steeped in Greek poetry 
from childhood. He began writing Verses 
on the classical mode! ata very early age, but 
his efferts were not appreciated even by his 
own family, with the exception of his elder 
brother Oharies. He is fond of telling a 
ludicrous anecdote of how his grandfather 
commiséioned him to write a poem on the 
death of bis grandmother. The grandfather 
read it attentively and then, giving the boy 
10 shiliings, said: There, that is the first 
money you have ever earned by your poetry, 
and take my word for it, u will be the 
last.“ A more unfortunate predic- 
tion could hardly have been made, 
and Lord Tennyson may well chackle when 
he recalis itin hisold age. He has earned 
more money by his poetry than any other 

t who ever lived; and he has the satis- 
ection of knowing that it is all hls own 
poetry, not borrowed or stolen from anybody 
else. In his boyhood he fell greatly under 
Lora Byron's influence, and among the very 
few confessions that he bas ever made re- 
garding his early years, is this, with refer- 
ence to the effect Byron’s death had upon 
aim.

He Killed His Wives When Tired of Them 
and Fed the Bodies of Children to 
Birds and Beasts—His Sons Imitate 
Him and Die Violent Deaths With Theis 
Father. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 2.—The career of 
Deeming, the murderer, brings to Kentuck- 
fans’ minds that of Moses Caton. They are 
Similar in atrociousness. Moses Caton was 
born in Henderson County, Ky., May 8, 1689, 
of respectable parents. He was educated in 
the country schools. He joined Old Highiand 
Baptist Church when a youth and claimed 
full fellowship the day of his death. 

When but a boy his father notified the mer- 
chants of Morganfield to give full credit to 
all his sons but Mose, but only to sell Mose 
goods for cash or on a written order from 
him. The other sons are prospérous and re- 
spectable men, now living near where they 
were born. 

When Mose was not quite 21 he was arrested 
for attempted rape on Mary Ann Wade, a giri 
U or in years olf. The case was settled, as 
no injury was done. 

‘Mose soon left his kindred and went tolive 
in Coon County, an unsettied wildwood ekirt- 
ing Highlani. The denizens of Coon County 
depended on hunting, trapping and timber 
working. There was littie farming and less 
industry. There were few churches and no 
schools. The people were honest, ignorant 
and without ambition. In this territory 
Mose was a king. He was hated, but de was 
feared. 

In April, 1862, he married Melvina Willis. 
She bore him seven children. Twins died in 
infancy, and the third ehnd died. Thomas 
Berry, who afterward became his brother-in- 
law, was living with Mose at the time. He 
sald: Mose, let me and brother John go and 
get a coffin to bury the baby in. 

No,“ replied Mose. Lou goto work. I 
will attend to that.“ 

GAVE HIS BABY TO THE BUZZARDS. 

Shortly afterwards Berry saw Oaton going 
to a slough with the child wrapped up ina 
handker chief. When he went to dinner the 
child. was gone. Afew days afterwards he 
saw buzzardson a tree in the slough and 
went there. He found the skeleton ofa child. 
BRerry showed the child’s frame to the 
mother. It was never buried. The first wife 
when dying told Mrs. W. J, Williams to look 
on her back when she was dead and she 
would find what caused her death. Examin- 
ation of the corpse showed great welts and 
bruises. She died in October, 1875. 

Mose married Nancy Berry the latter part 
of 1876.. She died on April 3, 1877. The cause 
assigned was child-bed fever, but there was 
no child and current whisper was of vio- 
lence. Caton bought some hogs of W. A. 
Powell anda quarrel followed. QGaton went 
to his house and shot him ashe came from 
his door, while Caton was behind a tree. 
Caton dashed into a crowd of negroes and in- 
flicted wounds on an old negro cripple, Louis 
Tyson, from which he never fully recovered. 
A warrant wassworn out, against him for 
that offense, and when the officer went to 
serve it Mose met him with his rifie leveled 
and cocked and made the officer chew the 
warrant. He started to spit it out, but Mose 
made him swallow it and then made him say

Hickman fred, the Dall taking effect in 
Caton’s breast. Caton started in a run for 
the house and Hickman tried to fire again, 
but his pistol refused to revolve. He walked 
to his horse and as he was mounting Caton 
came to the door with his rife in hand and 
cried out: 

Now, I've got you, — vou, and Gred, 
the ball cutting through Hickman’s coat near 
the waist. Mose fell, the biood gushing from 
the bullet hole in his breast. -Hickman left 
him and delivered himself to Esquire Lu, 
saying he was ready for trial. Esquire Lilly 
went to Caton’s and was refused admission 
until he assured Mose that he had no papers 
to serve. When he went In he found Mose 
tg at Oo up In bed with two guns tying on the

BERLIN, May 2.—The attention and eston- 
ishment of strangers in Berlin is frequently 
aroused by the silly affability and deference 
with which dogs and cats are treated by a 
majority of the inhabitants of the imperial 


‘city. Christmas entertainments ‘for overfed | 


pugs and underbred poodles, where trees are 


decorated with burning wax candles, marzi- bh 


pan, sausage and other dog delicacies, are by 
no means a rarity, and special toys for dogs 
in the shave of dolls, rubber balls and hoops 
are manufactured and sold in large quanti- 
ties during the Christmas season. A more 
gruesome profanation of this favorite holiday 
could certainly not be conceived, in a me- 
tropolis, where thousands of children suffer 
for the necessities of life, 

This singular mania of the good Berliners 
for the society of dogs, who enjoy the love 
and respect that is often denied to members 
of the family, has called into ite a special 
industry in the shape of boarding-houses and 
small private hotels for the reception and 
accommodation of canine pets. 

When the members of some household. are 
about to depart on their summer tour, and 
acquaintances and relatives cannot he 
pressed into sympathetic service, lodgings 
are secured for the family pet in one of these 
establishments. 

These dog pensions are curious institutions, 
and can thrive only ina city like Berlin with 
its silly dog-loving propensities. . The 
of these establishmentseare situated at the 
outskirts of the city, because they would not 
be tolerated in more thickly inhabited 
thoroughfares. Besides, for sanitary reasons 
a larger territory is required, in order to give 
their canine boarders a chance for daily exer- 
cise In the fresh air. 

Where the owner or superintendent of these 
dog mansions himself is not a ‘queer charac- 
ter, Bis assistantscan certainly lay claim to 
this distinction, not so much On a t of 
their physical attractions, but the r 
in which they handle their patrons.

Itis a 
ludicrous scene that plays before the eyes of 
the initiated, when these sly, wary chaps re- 
port to the possessor of some garrulous pug,

dear little pet; how it grieved and fretted 
at first at the absence of its Mistress, and 
how it gradually came around, and is now as 
happy and bright as a lark. They extol in 
enthusiastic terms on the friendships the 
little dear has formed with other boarders, 
who treat this particular pet with great 
esteem end deference on account of its 
superior cleanliness and evident noble rank. 
This tale is told to every owner of some dog 
or other, with slight variations to suit each 
particular case, but always with an extrava- 
gant display of ecstacy, as to the astonishing 
qualities and peculiar grace of the boarder in 
question.

10 seize him in its terrible jaws, when the 
Shark killer coolly thrusts the stick into the 
fish’s mouth in a perpeodicular position, pro- 
venting it from closing, while with a stroke 
of his long knife he rips him completely open. 
The natives considered the greatest 
lie in the fact that the blood almost tuvaria 
bly attracts other sharks, and at the same 
time dyes the water so that the man is unable 
to see and guard against any new danger. 1 
do not mean to say that all Kanakas will per- 
form this feat, but many Of them Will rot bes- 
itate to attempt it, provided a cance isin 
readiness to receive them before the biced 
attracts a new enemy. Hauy of these men 
have lost relatives by the sharks, and in the 
present case the hero had lost a brother only 
a few weeks before, and in this way revenged 
himself. 
Notwithstanding the many statements t© 
the contrary the shark is an extremely slug- 
gish swimmer. and this, added to the fact 
that he is obliged to turn on his back to seize 
his prey, renders the above performance not 
nearly s aifficult as it may seem to those who 
do not fealize the skill and endurance of 
these islafiders, who can Rve for many hours 
in the water without inconvenience.
